On September 28, the Pinang 
Gazette prefaced. a leading 
article with the query: “Are 
we not making a fetish of educa- 
tion in Malaya”? In an advanced 
class only one out of every ten 
pupils has the capacity for ab- 
sorbing’ all the knowledge put 
before him. The other nine are 
mediocre or merely dull. They 
cannot learn or have. no 
desire to go beyond the stage 
where they can‘count with ac- 
curacy. and write a passable 
letter. They are fit for nothing 
better than a poorly paid clerk- 
ship; yet many would. make 
good practical tradesmén,.but a 
knowledge of classics and a close.
